CRIME STIRS ALL TRENTON

Victim Dying in Hospital Can

Trenton, N, JI., Dec. 4.—Two posses
have been most of the day on the trail
of the man who made the brutal at-
tack on Miss Luella Marshall, which
left her at the point of death last night.
One body of men |s composed of armed
farmers with bloodhounds, These men
have announced that if the assailant is
caught he will meet swift, but not
legal, justice, The other Informal
panel e of citizens bent on dissuading
the farmers from trying lynch law,

Two bloodhounds were put on the
trafl this afternoon. From the spot
where Miss Marshall was found uncon-
sclous the dogs followed a scent along
the road for about a mile and then
stopped where the Penngylvania Rall-
rogd crossed. It was thought from this
that the man had boarded a slow mov-
ing freight train and made his escape
from the vicinity.

The dogs were heing used hy the po-
lice, and when they abandoned the trail ‘
the police declded to give up the search |
temporarily.

The nly other clews are footprints
in the vicinity of the place where Miss
Marshall was attacked, They wers nr"
choes about T4 in size. Plaster casts
wers mada of these prints and will be
uged in case any one {3 arrested for the
crime which has stirred this commu-
nity.

NCH SPINSTER ENDS
LIFE AT PALISADES

Body of Miss Helen Van Nos-
trand Found in Hudson River
at North Bergen.

SLIPPERS AT TOP OF CRAG

Apparently Climbed Down ClLff
in Stockinged Feet—Wan.
dered About Clad Only
in Kimono.

The body of Miss Helen Van Nos-
trand, fifty-one years old, was found
vesterday morning  in the Hudson
River, near Clayton's boat house, in
Norih Bergen,
committed suicide. She lived with her
hrather-in-law, Edward Cox, at No, 128
24th street, Woodcliffe, Hudson County.

She was possessed of considerable
riches

The woman was missed from home
:‘|‘u,-m1.u\ night, and a search for her
was hegun by her relatives. It was
found that she had left the house

dresged only in a kimono and a pair of
slippers. She had been melancholy be-
cause of the fallure of physicians to
cure her of a nervous affection from
which she had suffered for vears, and
her relatives had been keeping a close
watch on her, as they feared she might
attempt her life,

Tueaday night she retired at her
usual time, and after the other mem-
bers of the family had gone to bed
stole from the house and hurried to
the Pallsades, in Woodeliffe, about a
auarter of @ mile from her home. A
member of the family missed her from
her room, and search was staried, The
police were asked to aid.

A pair of slippers which were iden-
tified as those of Miss Van Nostrand
were found In & clump of bushes at the
top of the Pallsades. As she could not
have cleared the shingle at the base of
the crag in case she had jumped from
the summit, it is believed she climbed
down to the shore in her stockinged
feet. o
Captain Marcy was hunting about in
the woods on the top of the Palisades
when he came upon a fancy embroid-
ered slipper. Cox immediately identi-
fled it as belonging to his sister-in-law,
A further search revealed the other
slipper a few feet away. Both these
slippers were close to the rocky path
which leads to Clayton's boathouse.
This path is a rough and winding one,
about 130 feet long, and the woman
bent on suicide must have suffered se-
verely from her walk along it,

At first it was belleved the woman
might have thrown herself from the

top of the Palisades, but the body was

(ree from marks such as would have
been made had she done so. . County
Physician King says the woman was
drowned, and that there are no marks
of violence on the body.

The search was extended to the Hud-
son River shore after the slippers had
been found, but it was not until yester-
day that the woman's body was found
floating in the water. It was taken
ashore, and after being identified as
that of Miss Van Nostrand was re-
moved to the morgue At North Bergen.

The body will be shipped to-day to
Baldwins, Long Island, where two sis-
ters of the dead woman live. Burial
will be in Greenfleld Cemetery.

N POLIGEMEN'S ARMS

Family of Seven and a Neigh-
- bor Lowered from Roof in
| West 70th Street.

THIEVES WORK MEANTIME

Flat Looted of Articles Worth
$700—Man Lets Dog
Fall to Save

| His Wife.

Fight persons were rescued by fira-
men early to-day from the roof of the
five story apartment house, No. 101
!\\'mst 70th street, in the basement of
which a fire was raging. An entire
'rumil_\- of seven and a neighbor were
lowered and dropped into the hands of
policemen on a roof twenty feet below.

While Charles A, (Condin, who is as-
| eoclated with a publishing concern, and
'who necupies an apartment on the
third floor, was assisting his wife down
4 fire escape. Jewelry and other arti-
cles valued at $700 disappeared from
his flat. Mres, Condin lost her balance
when lowering herself on the third
floor landing, and was caught by her
husbhand, who in so doing released his
hold upon a valuable bulldog, Bud.
The animal fell forty feet to the street
and had to be shot.

Those rescued from the roof were
Joseph Miller, occupying an apartment
on the fifth floor, his wife and their
five children, the youngest four months
old, and Frank J. Thompson, occupy=
ing an apartment on the fourth floor.
Mrs, Bernard Fielding and her sister,
Mrs. Harvey I. Liefkin, were escorted
out of their second floor apartment by
patrolmen,

Tha fire started near the air-shaft
geparating the house from No, 108.
Flames shot into the shaft to the sec-
ond floor windows and dense volumes
of amoke poured out. Patrolman Feeley
discovered the fire and summoned
Detective Leonard and Patrolmen
Goodyear, Balbert and Cook, and while
Leonard rang the apartment bells in
the vestibule the four patrolmen as-
cended the stairs, beating with their
night-sticks on the doors,

In the fifth floor hallway, amid chok-
ing smoke, the officers found the Miller
family, groping helplessly. They were
hurried, panic-stricken, to the roof,
where with difficulty the patrolmen re-

WTHOUT ALLES

“State of War Continues,” Says
Official Note by Turkey, Re-
ferring to Her South-
ern Neighbor.

TROOPS HOLD POSITIONS

Beleaguered Towns Will Not
Be Revictualled, Thus De-
priving Athens of Her
Strongest Reason
for Holding Out.

Constantinople, Dec. 4.—An officias
note Issued this evening says: “An ar-
mistice hus been concluded with Bul«
garia, Servia and Montenegro. The
state of war with Greece continues,”

Altho :gh the complete terms of the
protocol have not been made publlec, it
is learned that the question of re-
vietralling the beleaguered towns was
abandoned, the government being aat-
isfled that the towns wers sufficiently
supplle? with foodstuffs to last until
the nelusion of peace,

The only condition mentioned in the
official ~ommunf®ation to tha press is
that the troops will remain in the posi-
tions now eccupjed. It is understood
that no limit has been placed on the
armistics, which may be terminated by
forty-eig. = hours' notice by either side,

It is reported that the Turkish and
Bulgarian delegates will meet agaln to-
morrow at Baghtche for the purpose of
arranging tha preliminaries for the
peace conference,

Speculation is rife as to the real rea-
son for the failure of Greece to he a
signatory to the armistice. It Is gen-
erally felt that the mere rejection of
the special Greek demands did not con-
atitute a sufficient reason for Greece's
independent attitude. These demands
were the capitulation of Janina and the
surrender of the Turkish troops in the
islands of Chios and Mytilene.

It is hoped that the peace negntia-
tions will be concluded in London In
about eight days. Thus, with the con-
clusion of peace, Turkey will be free to
devote all her energies against Greace,

London, Dee, 5,—8imultaneously with
the news of the armistice comes the
repert , from «pgfantinople that the
(Greeks have Mihded troons in Thrace
and that an attack has been made on
the Gallipoli forts. The report may h»
merely based on what for some time
has been anticipation, but if the report
is trus the event is curiously well
timed, since the terms agreed to, as
they are now stated from Sofia, are
very different from those reported
frony Constantinople, to which Greece
took exception.

It seems probable now, however, that
the whole of the five nations will sign
the armistice after all, especially as,
according to one source, the Greek sig-
nature has not actually been refused,
but only withheld for twenty-four
hours. Tha Athens papers, however,
are bellicose in tone and talk of Greece
carrying on the war singlehanded.

At first sight it would appear that
the armistice conditlons are very much
ta Turkey's detriment. Bulgaria oh-
talns facilities to feed her troops, but
no opportunities are afforded for re-
victualling the besieged fortresses. It
must be remembered, however, that:
(1) there are evidently other conditions
of which we have yet no information;
that (8) as# it was Turkey who sued fon
armdstice it was only natural that tha
other side should insist on the prica
being pald, and that (3) Turkey along
knows how long her besleged garrisons
can hold out.

The last consideration is important.
If the fall of the fortresses within a
brief period owing to lack of supplies
were certain, Turkey might as well
have agreed to the demand for capitus
latlon at once.

Why London Was Selected,

London is being decided upon as the
place where the actual peace negotla=
tions are to begin. It is difficult to see
why the place and the time mentioned
should be selected, unless the parties
have sok.c reason for believing that
side by side with the negotiations thers
may also be going on & conference of
the great powers.

It will be noticed that Premier As-
quith in the House of Commons yester-
day said he preferred not to make a
statement in reference to the suggested
ambagsadors’ conference in London,
and the natural inference scems to ba
that a formal proposal for thls con-
ference has now been made and the
official mcceptances not yet all received.

It may be taken for granted that tha
proposal would not have been made un-
less tavorable replies were assured, anl
thus we arrive at the probability that
by the end of next week not only thea
five nations will be embarked on their
epoch»making negotiations in London,
but that representatives of the grear
powers will be engaged in the sams
weork at the same place.

300,000 troops within striking distance

With respect tu the dispute between
the allies, It appears that the Cireek
government addressed last Saturday a
dignified and touching appeal to the
governments of the allies. beseeching
them to take no action caleulated to
weaken or endanger the league.
